This.is coming to be known as 
“technique of boycott,” which today 
sees tho Russkms and satellites re- 
fusing to have onything to do with 
at least four -major United Nations 
projects, actual or !mpending, and 
also boycotting several important 
subsidiary «activities. 

The Soviet Union refused for one 
year to take {ts allotted position on 
the Trusteeship Council, contending 
that the draft agreements were 
drawn up without Soviet consulta- 
‘tion and it, therefore, cannot con- 
sent to take part in administerins 
them. The Soviet also asserts that 
the: trusteeship agreements do not 
give dependent peoples enough 
opportunity to advance toward selt- 
government. .

THYSSEN 
HANDEDOVER 
FOR TRIAL 


Hamburg, Oct. 26.—Fritz 
Thyssen, the former German in- 
dustrial magnate, was one of 
the’ 30 Germans turned over to 
German jurisdiction for trial in 
a denazification court, Brigadicr- 
General Telford Taylor, United 
States prosecutor, announced 
today, according to the German 
news service in the * British 
Zone. 

General Tylor sald that several 


hundred Germans awalting — trial 
would be transferred by next sum- 
mer, when it was expected the 
Nuremburg trials would end, 

Six German prosecutors were al- 
ready studying the documents, in- 
eluding the evidence . concerning 
Messerschmilt, the builder of the 
German fighter plane, and 200 lead- 
Ing Nazis charged with prosecuting 
Jews. 

Thyssen, who is nearly 74, 

detained in tho Austrian Tyrol 
1945, 
- As president of the United Steel 
Works of Fssen, he was an undls- 
guised supporter of Nazism before 
Hitler eame to pqwer, but when war’ 
broke out he fled to Switzerland. . 

Soon wfter, the Germans — issued 
an international warrant for his
